The lin e 
forms on the left for those who reject th e d octrin e of 
totalitarian ism . 
It ls the Un ited States, n ot Sov iet 
Russia, which is the hope of the world 's liberals. There 
is n othin g liberal about a police state an d terrorism 
The question in American m in d s ls n ot, in other 
word s, abort prin ciple; American frien d ship for peo­ 
ple who reject d ictatorship an d terror is autom atic. 
B ut there is a v ery con sid erable question in American 
m in d s about proced ure. 
A n ation al gov ern m en t d ev oted to the theory of in ­ 
flated public spen d in g as a cure-all is askin g Con gress 
an d the people to accept a policy of d ollar d iplomacy 
The Un ited States, hav in g used up 50-od d billion d ol­ 
lars in the n ame of wartim e len d -leaae, is n ow askin g 
taxpayers to back a lon g-term program of peacetime 
giv e-away. 
It is goin g to take more than d ollars to keep up the 
good fight for freed om. The American taxpayer is pa­ 
tien t; he will pay an d pay an d pay. But he also will 
th in k—an d it will be a miracle» if he d oes n ot thin k 
th a t d ollar d iplomacy In the M ed iterran ean basin or 
the Latin American ban an a republics is a poor sub­ 
stitute for an in tern ation al policy based 011 somethin g 
besid es mon ey.
